er road, between Logansport and But- 
ler, Ind. This stroke extinguishes the 
competition of the Eel River, and 
gives the Wabash. a powerful auxiliary 
in reaching for southwestern traffic. 
The stock account of the Eel River 
road is at the rate of about $29,000 
per mile, and the Wabash guarantees 
annual dividends on the stock of 3 per- 
cent for five years and of 4i percent 
thereafter. It is now considered prob- 
able that if the Great Western and 
Grand Trunk refuse or delay much 
longer to help build the extension 
from Toledo to Detroit, the Wabash 
will construct an independent line 
from Butler to Detroit via Adrian. 


AHOTHEB WABASH EXTENSION. 
It is now stated that the lease of the 


Quincy, Missouri & Pacific railroad to 
the Wabash company has finally been 
effected, the papers having been signed 
a few days since. . The contract is for 
99 years. It has not only been com- 
E 


ieted, but, in addition thereto the iron 
)r the extension of the road is being 


negotiated for. The Quincy, Missouri 
& Pacific company,by this agreement, 
is to build the road from its present 
terminus, within four miles of Milan, 
to the Burlington and Southwestern 
road, and from that point the Wabash 
will push it westward to the Missouri 
river as rapidly as circumstances will 
permit. It is the purpose to inter- 
sect the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northern at the most con venient poin t, 
but the route thereto is not yei 
positively determined. It is probable, 
however, that the shortest survey will 
beaccepted, at least temporarily, as 
the Wabash is anxious to effect the in- 
junction, so as to completeits through 
line from Toledo to the '.Union Pacif- 
ic at Omaha. This will require the 
construction of about thirty miles of 
road. 


It is believed the arrangement en- 


tered into will insure the building of 
the twenty-two miles of road from 
Camp Point to Quincy, independent 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy, whose track the Wabash now uses 
from that place, as well as the exten- 
sion to the Misaonri River.

The Wabash has leased the Eel Riv- 
er road, between Logansport and But- 
ier, Ind. 
This stroke extinguishesthe 
competition of the Eel River, and 
jçives the Wabash a powerful auxiliary 
in reaching for southwestern traffic. 
The stock account of the Eel River 
road is at the rate of about $29,000 
per mile, and the Wabash guarantees 
annual dividends on the stock of 3 per- 
cent for five years and of 4^ percent 
thereafter. 
It is now considered prob- 
able that if the Great Western and 
Grand Trunk refuse or delay much 
longer to help build the extension 
from Toledo to Detroit, the Wabash 
will 
construct 
an independent line 
from Butler to Detroit via Adrian. 
ANOTHER WABASH EXTENSION. 
It is now stated that the lease of the 
Quincy, Missouri & Pacific railroad to 
the Wabash company has finally been 
etfectedjthe papers having been signed 
a few days since. 
The contract is for 
99 years. 
It has not only been com- 
pleted, but, in addition thereto the iron 
or the extension of the road is being 
nopotiated for. 
The Quincy, Missouri 
& Pacific company,by thiss agreement, 
iw to build the road from its present 
terminus, within four miles of Milan, 
to the Burlington and Southwestern 
road, and from that point the Wabash 
will push it westward to the Missouri 
river as rapidly as circumstances will 
permit. It is the purpose to inter- 
sect the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northern at the most convenient point, 
but the route thereto is not yet 
positively determined. It is probable, 
jowever, that the shortest survev will 
be accepted, at least temporarily, as 
the Wabash is anxious to effect the in- 
junction, so as to complete its through 
line from Toledo to the .Union Pacif- 
ic at Omaha. 
This will require the 
construction of about thirty miles of 
road. 


It is believed the arrangement en- 
tered into will insure the building of 
the twenty-two miles of road from 
Camp Point to Quincy, independent 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy, whose track the Wabash now uses 
from that place, as well as the exten- 
sion to the Missouri River.

THE SENTDTEL has already spoken, 


in fitting terms, of the proposed ex- 
tortionate charges of the railroad 
companies for transpertation. The 
Cincinnati Enquirer says: 


The railroads have, It is understood, 


completed their programme for Tn^-ther 
confiscating the property of the producing 
people of the west. 
The rates for the 


transportation ot grain and provisions 
from Chicago to New York have been in- 
creased from ten to fifteen cents per hun- 
dred in the early summer to their present 
figures—SO cents for grain and 35 cents for 
provisions. Ten days ago the rates 
25 and 30 cents. It Js now understood that 
on the 15th of September another turn IB 
to be given to the screw, and th« rates will 
"be advanced to 35 and 40 cents; and on Oc- 
tober 1st they will be increased to 40 and 
45 cents, with the regulation that for late 
fall and winter rates the figures will be 45 
cents for grain and 50 cents for proTislons. 
Every cent of these advances, of these er- 
.orbitant additions to the present rates, 
•will be so ranch taken from tha price of 
the grain in the hands of producers, and 
!• an uncalled-for and unjustifiable rob- 
bery of the producers. 


IT is stated in railroad circles that 


VANDERBILT has wrested control »f 
the Union Pacific from JAY GOULD 
and that the latter is anzioua to form 
a connection with the Burlington & 
Missouri road in Nebraska, and extend 
the latter to Ogden and connect with 
the Central Pacific. He would thus 
eecure a double line to the Pacific 
Coast-via Chicago and St. Louis, using 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
and the Burlington and Missouri Riv- 
er to Chicago, and the Wabasb,tlie St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern, and 
the Kansas Pacific, via St. Louis; and 
thus be able to drfy Yiiiu'orbilt, even 
if the latter has ^curc-:i il:« Union 
Pacific. The spectacle of the great 
highways of transportation across the 
continent under the control of two 
individuals, who have the producing 
and commercial interests of the country 
at their mercy, is not a pleasant one to 
contemplate. It ia, however, the le- 
gitimate outcome of republican clasi 
legislation.

Wm. Duer, who died at Staten 


Island on Monday, in his seventy- 
fourth year, was a great-grandson of 
Gen. Lord Sterling and son of the ]ate 
Judge Duer. His death severs the 
Knickerbocker link between colonial 
and metropolitan New York. 


Gen. 
Ewing attended the soldiers' 


reunion at Cambridge, O.,on Wednes- 
day and was warmly received. 
He 


made a speech in which he discessed 
•he states rightstheory. He blamed the 
south for radical views upon it, in 
which they held the right to secede 
and the nerth for the extreme in op- 
xjeition, which led them to some acts 
inauthorized by the constitution, and 
which tended to incite the south.

unreliable, and says he is ashamed or 
afraid to meet him. 


The New York Serald publishes a 


special dispatch. from Washington, 
stating that Rear Admiral Ammen an- 
nounces that General Grant is ready 
;o serve as president of the Nicaragua 
[nter-ocean Ship Company, when in- 
vited to by tbe board of directors. It 
B eaid further, that one of the objects 
of Gen. Grant's European trip was to 
ascertain the real feeling among for- 
eign capitalists in regard to the canal. 
A letter is quoted in a dispatch which 
•was written by Admiral Ammen some 
time ago, in reply to a protest from 
prominent politicians that Grant's first 
duty was to the republican party. In 
this letter Admiral Ammen says: "I 
think Gen. Grant's past services as a 
military man and president of the 
United States for eight years, should 
exempt him from any further de- 
mands upon hie time for public life, 
and leave him a free agent, to act on 
•whatever demand might be made by 
any enterprise asking his services." 
It ia claimed that Grant has by tele- 
graph approved of this statement and 
he has authorized Ammen to say that 
be must not be considered as a candi- 
date for any political office in the 
United States. This, of course, re- 
moves him from the list of presiden- 
tial candidates.

For several years past he 


as resided in Berlin. He preached 
iayard Taylor's funeral sermon, and 
•as generally talked of as a good 
lan to succeed Taylor as American 


minister to Germany.

A Paris dispatch says, the returns 
indicate that thirteen of the consuls 
general are in favor of, and seventeen 
opposed to Ferry. 


It is intended to fortify every im- 
portant railway junction and crossing 
in Austria, and to construct bridge 
heads with iron turrets. 


The new treaty between Germany 
and Japan guarantees free exercise of 
religious observances and a free access 
to the interior of Japan. 


Gemed El Den, tiie notorious Af- 
ghan intriguer, possessing considerable 
influence among the fanatical element, 
has been transported to Ajeddah. 


In consequence of the supplies sent 
by Russia, Bulgaria will soon be in 
possession of 49,000,000 ball cartridges 
for the rifle with which all her militia 
is armed. 


It is believed in government circles 
at Constantinople, that after the solu- 
tion of the Greek question, England 
and France will assist the Porte to 
launch a new loan. 


A Paris correspondent has good rea 
son to believe that when the chambers 
meet, the government will demand the 
power to banish any members of the 
old reigning families who agitate 
against the republic. 


On the publication at Rome of the 
last encyclical, which left to the Jes- 
uits the'alternative of a revolt or sub- 
mission, the Jesuits sent to the pope a 
memorial entirely submitting to his 
holiness, but its seriousness is ques- 
tioned at the Vatican. 


A Paris dispatch says: Some of the 
French Catholics and royalists, who 
are frightened by the Ferry bill, have 
determined to emigrate to the island 
of Papaw, where they will found a 
Catholic colony under the direction of 
Marquis de Roys. 
This expedition 
was heretofore reported as about to 
•ail from Flushing under the Ameri- 
can flag. 


The Manchester Guardian says that 
the executive committee of the North 
and Northeast Lancashire Masters' 
Association will meet the 2nd of Sep- 
tember to consider a proposal for the 
further reduction of wages. The mas- 
ters allege that some step toward the 
alleviation of the depression in trade 
is absolutely necessary, but a general 
reduction ia not likely to take place. 
A correspondent at Oldham saya that 
in the present temper of the operatives 
there is no telling what extreme meas- 
ures they may adopt. 


The Chicago Times of yesterday 
prints a sensation which, if well 
founded, will, as it says "shake the 
religious and social worlds of two 
continents." The story involves the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph P. Thompson, now of 
Berlin, in a criminal intimacy with 
Mrs. H. A. Deland, wife of the fore- 
man of the Grand Rapids Democrat 
press room. Dr. Thompson, the clergy- 
man implicated, is one of the most 
eminent divines in the world. 
He 
is noted for his ability as a writer and 
his talents as an orator. For twenty- 
seven years he was pastor of the old 
Broadway Tabernacle in New York, 
during which time he gained a wide 
reputation for eloquence, piety and 
learning. 
He has been a voluminous 
author. 
For several years past he 
has resided in Berlin. He preached 
Bayard Taylor's funeral sermon, and 
was generally talked of as a good 
man to succeed Taylor as American 
minister to Germany. 
The Times 
sent a reporter to Grand Rapids, who 
saw Deland and obtained his story 
OS follows : 


"Some twelve years ago I met Sarah 
Bailey in .Tackeon, Mich. 
She was a

I paid over$100 for 
the clothes she wore when she was 
married—was only too glad to do it— 
and for a time we were happy. 
Some 
nine years ago, the time our daughter 
was i)orn— I received and accepted 
an offer to come to this city. 
By dint 
of economy we were getting along 
well enough, managing to make both 
ends meet and lay up a little some- 
thing against a dark day, when, at the 
suggestion of some friend, my wife 
became possessed of the idea that 


SHE HAD A F I N E 
VOICE, 
and that, if it was properly cultived, 
it would be a fortune for both of us. 
I knew myself that her voice was 
good, and, desiring to encourage her 
in every laudable ambition, consented 
to her receiving instruction from Zo- 
linsky, a teacher here. 
This cost 
money, but I cared not for that so 
long as she was making progress, and 
seemed to be thoroughly in love with 
her chosen profession. 


"About five years ago my wife be- 
came very anxious to go to Europe to 
complete her musical studies, ana was 
encouraged in this desire by Zolinsky 
and others who had great confidence 
in her ability eventually to make her 
mark in the musical world. 
Illy 
able as I was to afford it, I never- 
theless gave my consent, promising to 


BEND HER EVERY CENT 
of money I could possibly spare out 
of my small salary. Three years 
abroad was the estimated amount of 
time required to enable her to com- 
mand a lucrative position on her re- 
turn to this country, and I made my 
arrangements accordingly. She went, 
leavinir our little baby girl with 
me. Night 
after night, 
week in 
and 
week 
out, 
for 
months 
and years, I toiled over these presses 
here, earning sometimes $15, some- 
times $18, sometimes $20 and some- 
times $25 a week, and every cent that 
I could save I cheerfully sent to her, 
and wished it was a thousand times as 
much. 
[Here De Land broke down 
completely, and cried as a brave man 
cries.] I denied myself all the com- 
forts, and even many of the apparent 
necessities, of life, wearing my sum- 
mer clothes in the coldest winter 
weather, 


GOING WITHOUT MEAT 
until I was nearly famished, and liv- 
ing generally in such a poverty-strick- 
en way that my nearest friends might 
be excused for not recognizing me on 
the street, and all this that my wife 
might present at least a respectable 
appearance abroad. If I had been a 
drunken loafer I might have felt that 
I deserved my punishment, but I nev- 
er drink or smoke. 
Why, poor as I 
kept myself for years, sending that 
woman everything, there was never a 
day that I could not go to the bank 
and borrow, without security, any rea- 
sonable sum, so much confidence had 
they in my integrity. Time and again, 
on account of pressing demands from 
my wife, have I gone to the bank and 
got money to send to her, simply on 
my promise to pay. At one time I 
owed the bank $300, and every cent of 
it I have paid, and earned it by hard 
work over these presses here. I don't 
deserve this terrible punishment." 


"But when and how did 
DR. THOMPBON 
appear upon the scene?" was asked. 


"1 will tell you. 
About two years 
ago the 
J. Morgan Smith, for 


manv years pastor of the Congrega- 
tional Church here, sent to my wife a 
lettor of introduction to Dr. Thomp- 
son, then, as now, residing in Berlin, 
recommending her to his considera- 
tion and soliciting his friendly inter- 
est in her welfare. 
That letter was 
her death warrant. But to go forward 


a couple of rears. In April last my 
wife returned to Grand Rapids after 
five years' absence. For certain rea- 
sons, which I will explain hereafter, I 
had for some time entertained strong 
suspicions that all was not right. Still 
I kept my own counsel, determined to 
patiently await developments. I was 
proud, naturally, to see that she had 
improved so much in personal appear 
ance, and when I had an opportunity 
to listen to her singing, ana mark the 
effect of culture, I felt fully repaid for 
all the self-denial I had exercised. The 
first thing that 


EXCITED MY SUSPICIONS 


was her informing me that she could 
not now be a wife to me in fact—that 
I must not even lay hands upon her, 
indeed—lest her delicate vocal organs 
should be deranged thereby. To such 
a tension had they been attuned that 
the slightest jar would produce dis- 
cord, and the labor of years thus be 
brought to naught. 
Being a practi- 
cal man, as you see, I at once set this 
down for d—d nonsense; but said 
nothing. 
During the weeks that she 
was here our little girl occupied the 
same bed with us, sleeping in the 
middle, and we were friends—nothing 
more. 
Daily my suspicions gathered 
strength, until one day she received a 
letter, in care of the bank, from the 
Rev. Joseph Thompson. T?aking ad- 
vantage of the first opportunity I 


BROKK OPEN HER TRUNK, 
and there, securely stowed away, I 
found a large package of letters from 
Dr. Thompson. 
From some of them 
she had carefully cut the date lines 
and the signatures; over others she 
had pasted sheets of blank paper, so 
as to conceal their contents. 
These 
latter I brought right here to this 
room, steamed them, and easily re- 
moved the covering." 


"Did the letters confirm your sus- 
picions?" 


"They were ten times worse than 
anything I had ever dreamed of. They 
contained the most indubitable evi- 
dence that during the last two years of 
my wifes stay abroad, and after she 
had presented the letter of the Rev. J. 
Morgan Smith, she and Dr. Thompson 
had been on terms of criminal inti- 
macy. The favorite name by which 
he addressed her was 


'MY DARLING G0081E.' 


He makes love to her in theology and 
philosophy. 
For instance, he tells her 
substantially that the reason she loves 
him so devotedly is that she recogniz- 
es i n h i m s o m e 
a t t r i b u t e of 
d i v i n i t y 
w h i c h s h e n e v e r before recognized in 
l i v i n g m a n ; t h a t h a v i n g recognized it, 
s h e is b o u n d b y n a t u r a l a n d d i v i n e 
law to worship it; that in adoring him 
she but does justice to the divine na- 
ture implanted within her. And then 
he assures her that he sees like godly 
attributes in her, which he is com- 
pelled to worship, and winds up with 
allusions to a general flowing together 
of two immortal souls and inspired 
bodies. He grows particularly elo- 
quent and salacious when 


REFERRING TO H E R FORM; 


verbally fondles it in imagination, 
and climaxes with the lascivious wish 
that the two might then and there 
once more be blended into one. He 
exhausts the supply of mythological 
goddesses in searching for comparisons, 
and, words or courage failing him, 
has recourse to references to passages 
in the bible, Shakspeare and other 
books, capable of vulgar construction. 
Why, my wife has with her in New 
York now copies of the bible and 
Shakspeare, every page of which has 
been laboriously and lecherously gone 
over by Dr. Thompson, and every dirty 
passage marked, and lascivious inter- 
liniations and marginal notes added in 
the doctor's own writing. 
Frequent 
references to these passages, and the 
interlineations, etc., occur in the let- 
ters, so that the full depth of their de- 
pravity can only be fathomed when 
all are brought together." 


"Is there no way in which the ap- 
parent indecency of the letters can be 
explained away?" 


"None in the least. 
They breathe 
adultery, they speak adultery, they 
are the essence of adultery, 


WRITTEN BY AN ADULTERER. 
But the letters are not the only evi- 
dence I have. 
When my wife left 
Berlin in November or December last. 
Dr. Thompson wrote out for her a 
route of travel, which I liave. She 
was to go to Milan, Florence, Rome, 
Naples, and thence to Cologne, where 
she was to be joined by him. He met 
her there and they proceeded to Paris, 
where they remained eight days, occu- 
pying the same apartments, as I am 
assured. Thence they went to London 
and registered at theWestminsterHotel 
as husband and wife—Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph P. Thompson. 
One day dur- 
ing her visit here in April, ana after 
I had captured the letters, my wife 
showed me a beautiful striped hat box, 
remarking that she had purchased it 
in London. I noticed that the trades- 
man's address was No. 146 Regent 
street, and asked if she carried it to 
her hotel. She said she did not, but 
gave her name and address and or- 
dered it sent to her. I then turned it 
bottom upward and called her atten- 
tion to 'Mrs. Joseph P. Thompson, 
room 127, Westminster Hotel,' plainly 
written in bold English hand. 
'Great 
God, 


WHAT WILL YOU FIND 
N E X T ! ' 
said she, in despair. I have any 
quantity of data, and can readily 
trace her all through Europe, and by 
the gods I intend to do so if I have to 
swim the Atlantic to do it! 
She and 
Thompson have had their day al my 
expense, and now my time is coming. 
Because they have fooled me for two 
years they must not think they can 
do it forever. I am patient, I am 
slow, but I am as sure as relentless 
fate. Yes, sir: my day is coming." 


"Has your wife ever admitted her 
guilt?" 


"Not in so many words, although 
she has practically admitted it. 
She 
has boldly told me that 


SHE LOVED THOMPSON, 
that she intended to love him, and 
that she should never be anything 
more to me than a wife in name. 
From his letters I get the true inward- 
ness of all this. 
He cautions her 
against having anything to do with 
me, lest the old feelings of early mar- 
riage days should be revived, and 


there should be a disturbance of that 
dellMte affinity which has lately been 
estaUished between him and her. The 
fact is they had.arranged for a sum- 
mer picnic together in New York. 
He had escorted ber toLondon,on her 
way home, ostensibly to meet his 
daughter from San Francisco, who 
actually arrived there one day after 
my wife left. He gave my wife nu- 
merous letters to his old friends and 
parishioners in New York, which she 
was assured and which actually did 
secure her a position there, as she is 
now the leading soprano singer in 
ST. THOMAS' 
(EPISCOPAL) 
CHURCH. 
She was to come to Grand Rapids for 
a short time, treat me as an alien, and 
then return to New York. Meanwhile 
he was to escort his daughter in a brief 
tour through Europe, returning with 
her to Liverpool, and come on to New 
York to spend the summer. 
When 
he got as far as Liverpool he sustained 
a slight stroke of paralysis, and wrote 
to my wife that tnis would prevent 
his meeting her in New York as early 
as he had agreed to. But there was 
another stroke, and one of an entirely 
different nature, which, in my opinion, 
paralyzed his calculations. 
You see, 
anticipating his arrival in New York, 
I went on there prepared to meet him 
and to give him a warm reception. 
As he did not come, I 
wrote 
to 
him 
informing 
him 
that 
all 
his letters to my wife were 
safe in my keeping, and that he would 
consult his best interests by opening 
up "Correspondence with me imme- 
diately. 1 told hiui, in brief, that I 
had spent $3,000 on my wife during 
the time he was enjoying her abroad, 
and that, as she could never more be 
anything to me, he must promptly 


REFUND TO ME THE MONEY 
or take the consequences. I would 
not take one cent more from him than 
I have actually 
expended for his 
benefit. 
The sum named I have 
earned by hard knocks and saved by 
self-denial, wasting the best years of 
my life in so doing, and I claim that 
as a matter of abstract right—of 
dollars and cents^ I 
am entitled 
to it." 


"Have you heard from the doctor 
since he received your letter?" 


"Not directly. 'While I was in New 
York my wife received a letter from 
him, written in London, which she 
showed me after erasing certain pas- 
sages. In that he alluded to the fact 
of my having possession of his letters, 
and assured her that all his money 
and all his influence should be used 
in her defense. 
He incidentally re- 
marked that he had recently made A 
speech at a gathering of distinguished 
men in London, and had mailed a 
copy of it to 


EMPEROR 
WILLIAM, 
adding encouragingly that she could 
see by that who his friends were.'' 


"That would seem to indicate that 
he intended to put a bold face on the 
matter, would it not?" 


"By itself, yes. But three weeks 
ago he sent a cablegram to his son, a 
physician in New York, asking him to 
come by the first steamer to London. 
The next day the son sailed. It is a 
supposition, of course, but a natural 
one, to believe that the son was sent ' 
for to take charge of the negotiations. i 
Understand ine, I do not want one 
dollar as blackmail. This man Thomp- 
son is wealthy. Not content with 
alienating the affections of my wife, he 
has instigated her to make the most 
extortionate demands upon me ; and 
not only that, but he has endeavored 
to have my child taken to Europe on 
a flimsy pretext, the sole object being 
to sever the last link that bound my 
wife to me, that he might have her 
ALL TO HIMSELF. 


I will not take one cent more than I 
have expended in supporting this wo- 
man for his benefit, but that amount I 
will have, or have satisfaction in some 
other way." 


"You have talked with your wife 
about this matter?" 


"I have, fully. She was all broken 
up when I told her what I knew and 
what 1 should do, and begged me not 
to expose her, swearing that she would 
commit suicide if I did. She made 
various propositions. 
She even prom- 
iîKîd to live with me hereafter as a 
wife, though assuring mo the while 
that she could only give me her re- 
spect, as her love belonged to Thomp- 
son. T rejected the proposal with 
scorn. She then declared thai, were I 
to keep silent, she would 


REPAY FROM HER SALARY 
every dollar that I had paid out on 
her account. 
This was ridiculous, as 
she is barely receiving enough to pay 
for board for herself and child. Her 
intention is, however, to get the 
money gradually from Dr. Thompson, 
in quantities that will not excite my 
suspicion, and turn it over to me. 
While I was in New York I saw her 
bank-book, and thereon was a credit 
of $200 which she had just received 
from Thompson. He has spent large 
sums of money on her. The under- 
standing between them at first was, as 
I believe, that he was to expend $5,- 
000 on her in two years. She wears a 
valuable gold watch and chain, costly 
silks and velvets, and hats of the 
latest style, and purchased with his 
money, and expects to do so." 


'•Did you 


FIRST BECOME SUBPICIOUK 
of her after her return from Europe?" 


"No, indeed. A year ago she wrote 
to me that she was all ready to return 
home, and would start on a certain 
day. 
Presently I received another 
letter saying she had changed her 
mind and gone down into Italy. I 
knew something was wrong then, and 
so informed a cx>nfidential friend. 
'Wait till the next letter,' said I to 
him, 'and see if she hasn't been sick.' 
And sure enough, when the letter 
came it informed me that she had been 
sick for five weeks. I knew or thought

knew, 
what 
was the matter 
with 
her, 
and 
my 
suspicions 
have 
since 
been 
pretty 
fully 
confirmed. I can't 
prove that she 
went to Italy to have an abortion per- 
formed, although I am satisfied that 
she did. Well, at this time I wrote to 
her saying that I had dec ided to come 
to her immediately. 
By return mail 
cauif a letter, evidently written by 
Dr. Thompson, and copied by her, tell- 
ing me not to come to Europe unlefs 
I could come with money enough to
